Flushing, N. Y., Doc. 21.— Evidence 


that Thornton .1. Mains expressed re- 
gret for the act of Captain Hains in 
shooting William E. Annis and that 
he had been endeavoring for some 
time to prevent the killing was drawn 
on cross examination from Charles 
Roberts, a member of the Bayside 
Yacht club, called to the stand as one 
of the 
principal witnesses 
for the 


stato in the trial of Hains as a princi- 
pal with Captain Peter C. Hains, jr., 
his brother, in the slaying of Annis. 


"Xo one is more sorry, than I am. 


1 have been trying to prevent this 
thing for some time," was the state- 
ment developed from Mr. Roberts, 
upon which Hains counsel will rely 
to a largo measure in the -defense of 
the story writer. 


Told Clean Story of Shooting. 


The witness Roberts told a clean 


story of the shooting,- supplying many 
of the details of the killing not testi- 
fied to by previous witnesses. 
Rob- 


erts said that Thornton Hains had 
pointed his revolver at him while the 
Bhooting was In progress and threat- 
ened his life. 
The revolvers of the 


Hains brothers were placed in evi- 
dence today. 
That Thornton Hains 


was armed in the manner of a plains- 
man was shown today when a leather 
holster, which, when strapped around 
the waist enables. the owner to make 
a quick play, was identified by Roberts' 
as the one taken from the writer after 
the shooting.

N MAY REVISE CONSTITUTION. 


WILL NOT CALL MRS. HAlMS. 


Flushing, N.- Y., Dec. 21.—After a 


two days' adjournment the 
trial of 


Thornton J. Hains, charged as a prin- 
cipal with his brother, bapt. Peter C 
Hains, jr., in the killing of William 
E. Annis. was resumed today before 
Justice Crane. It is not unlikely that 
the week will be taken up in ths pres- 
entation of the prosecution. 


The prosecution planned to call Mrs. 


Annis either today or tomorrow. 


Through her testimony the state ex- 


pects to prove not only that thorn- 
ton Hains drew his revolver when his 
brother first opened fire, and by so 
doing preventing anyone fro'm saving 
Annis' life, but that the brothers went 
to the Bayside Yacht club in search of 
Annis. Mrs. Annis was in the stage 
gom; to the club when the • Hains 
brothers drove by, and it is' said that 
when the brothers saw Mrs. Annis, 
a remark of "We've go: him now" was 
overheard by the wife of the publisher, 


will Not Call Mrs. Hains. 


District Attorney Darrin has at this 


time no intention . of 
calling Mrs. 


Claudia Hains, wile of Captain Hains, 
as a witness for the prosecution. Mr. 
Damn said today: 


'"Mrs. Claudia Kains will not 
be 


called as a witness lor the prosecu- 
tion. ' She has no knowledge of any 
material facts in the case, «nd there 
never has been any intention of call- 
ing her. She knows of no fact that 
is properly admissible iu evidence L.

A sensation was caused in court to- 


day when it became known that Dis- 
trict Attorney Darrin, angered at the 
comments made on his conduct of the 
case, prepared to withdraw from the 
trial and tendec his resignation from 
office last Saturday. 


Wanted to Quit Offic.-. 


' Mr. Darrin said: 


"I wanted to withdraw summarily 


from the case because of 
the com- 


ments mads by the court, press and 
public on the way I have handled this 
case, but I have been persuaded to 
continue the prosecution and not re- 
sig:. from office as 1 Intended." 


Whr;. the trial opened today Charles 


H. Roberts, a member of the Bayside 
Yacht club, took (lie stand. 
He said 


he went to the ciub with Mrs. Annis 
in the stage on the afternocn of Aug. 
In. 
Mr. Roberts said he saw the de- 


fend-nt 
and 
his brothe;. Captain 


Hains. at the club together with the 
club members who were on the dock 
and float when Annis was killed. 


Heard Mrs. Annis Scream. 


Mr. Roberts said: 
"Mr. Funke and the two Andrews 


were on their boats at the float when 
the shooting took place. I did not see 
the Hains brothers before the first 
shot, was fired.

Indianapolis, Dec. 21.—Tt is practic- 


ally assured that the subject of a con- 
stitutional convention 
will 
be pre- 


sented to the coming legislature. On 
December 2, Enoch G. Hugate, dean 
of the Indiana university law school, 
presented to the Indianapolis Bar as- 
sociation an argument, in favor of such 
a convention with much approval, and 
which will probably be further con- 
sidered and perhaps approved by both 
the Indianapolis Bar association and 
the State Bar association. 


The chief features of the change

For educational . qualificatlons_for 


aliens' before they'have the'right'of 
suffrage; the lengthening of the bien- 
nial legislative sessions; the payment 
of a fixed salary for two years to leg- 
islators; power to the. governor to 
veto parts of appropriation bills; put- 
ting all state, county, and township 
offices on the four year basis; a com- 
plete working over of tl)e judiciary by 
doing away with the appellate court 
and increasing the membership of the 
supreme court; 
the enlargement of 


court circuits and the election of sev- 
eral judges in each circuit, the possi- 
ble choosing of judges by appoint- 
ment instead of by election; enabling 
verdicts to be'reached in civil cases 
by three-fourths of the membership 
of the jury; qualifications for admis- 
sion to the bar.

Armed Deputies Mix With Crowd. 
The soldiers sat down inside the 


railing facing the throng. Other dep- 
uties armed heavily scattered quietly 
through the room. 
It was a tense 


moment. 
The witness, a diminutive 


man, seemed composed but pale. He 
crossed his legs 
nonchalantly and 


tossed his broad brimmed hat on the 
toe of his boot. 


The crowd surged up closer, but a 


stern order from the 
judge 
forced 


them hack into their seats. 
There 


was no occasion for crowding, how- 
ever, for Fehringer spoke in a clear, 
distinct voice, audible all 
over the 


room. . 


Fehringer was one of the first mem- 


bers of the band. 
He went on the 


first ride of the

Sheriff 
Mays, 


since resigned, one of the riders, came 
to a meeting unmasked. At this meet- 
ing Garrett Johnson was chosen chief 
and other captains were named for 
different localities and authorized to 
order raids whenever the riders of a 
certain 
locality thought 
something 


needed regulating. 


Sometimes members failed to ap- 


pear for rides and on these occasions 
the riders went after the missing men 
and forced them to go on the raids.

Nation's Debt to Schwab. 


Mr.. Carnegie testified^ in support,of 


the statements that he'~maVfe hi 'his 
magazine article, 
declaring 
persist- 


ently that the facts show- that tha 
steel industry needs no protection. As 
a witness Mr. Carnegie proved 
the 


most-interesting who has 
appeared 


before the committee,, interspersing 
.his.testimony, with humorous and epi- 
g'rammatic remarks. 
.-'Praising the genius of Charles M. 
Schwab, Mr. Carnegie suggested that 
corigte.ss should .extend -a vote 
of 


thanks :to Mr. Schwab, for his work in 
improving the methods of steel mak- 
ing" in this country. 


"I never met his equal," said Mr. 


Carnegie, .in speaking of Mr. Schwab, 
"and when we.were partners we were 
a-great'team."' 


"That is very apparent," remarked 


Chairman Payne. '

Speaking of the testimony of Judge 


Gary before the committee Mr. Carne- 
gie-said: 


"You should not place any real value 


on the testimony of'interested parties. 


Likens Gary to Monkey in Fable. 


•."'Judge Gary said that the''United 
States Steel Corporation could stand 
for a reduction in the tariff on' steel, 
but the smaller steel .manufacturers 
eould;-not survive with .lowered duties. 
That is like one of Aesop's 
fables. 


Judge Gary is like the monkey who 
desired the chestnuts, but wanted the 
cat to pull them out of the fire." 


The..crowded ' hearing 
room 
rang 


with peals of laughter at the quips of 
Mr.- Carnegie, who seemed to be in 
splendid shane for the questions asked 
by Representatives .Dalzell and Payne. 
At one poini, Mr. Payne leaned over 
and whispered-to Mr. Dalzell, who sat 
at his right. 


"I wish the chairman would tell me 


what he said to Mr. Dalzell. I think 
I ought .to know," Mr. oarnegie pro- 
tested. 


There'was 
a 
roar 
of 
laughter 


throughout the room, but Mr. Payne 
made' no reply. Leaning over with 
his ..hand to his heart and his head 
cocked one side, imitating the attitude 
•assumed by Mr. Payne in whispering 
to Mr. Dalzell.

Says Figures Will Befog. 


Mr. Carnegie was not willing to deal 


in figures. 


"The 
more figures "you get. the 


more you will be befogged. 
I don't 


judge by figures given by interested 
parties." he said at another point in 
his-testimony. "I judge by results." 


The former steel magnate said that 


Judge Gary had issued 
an 
annual 


statement 
showing that the United 


States Steel Corporation had made a 
profit of S15S.OOn.nfto, which, he said, 
equaled a profit of $15.50 a ton on all 
steel products. 


Mr. Carnegie avoided direct replies 


to questions as to whether- the cost 
of producing steel at the present time 
as given by Judge 
Gary 
and 
Mr. 


Schwab wa? correct. 


"Mr. Schwab's estimate of the pres- 


ent cost is based on entirely different 
ideas than his estimate on the cost 
In 1893." was ail that Mr. Carnegie 
would say. 


Replying to a question from 
Mr. 


Cockraa, Mr. Carnegie declared tbr 


the removal of the duty on steel would 
not necessarily affect the 
price be- 


cause Europe could not 
successfully 


compete with the American product. 
He also said that if the figures given 
by former witnesses were absolutely 
correct, steel stock would be selling 
far below par. 


Mr. Carnegie spoke'of the difficul- 


ties'he experienced with directors ig 
noraut of the steel business. 


Steel Men Shy at tbe Truth. 


"I gradually bought them out, .and 


got men like Schwab around me and 
we made the cheapest steel that has 
ever been made." 
--"•"Y'ouJve -been." out of'.'steel' 
some 


time," said Mr. Payne. "Can you tell 
us where we can get the figures on 
the present cost of making steel?"1 


"Don't know whether you can get 


the figures," was his reply. "If a 
judge was interested in a case you 
would not respect his decision, would 
you?" he asked, referring to the steel 
manufacturers who have appeared be 
fore the committee. 


There was no reply to Mr. Carne- 


gie's question. 


Mr. Carnegie asserted that the rat" 


at which iron ores are being extract- 
ed, the supply would be exhausted in 
forty years. He based his statement 
on the best expert opinion he could 
obtain, he said'. 
He also said that

tion in seven years. 


Often Refers to Gary. 


The testimony of Judge Gary was 


frequently referred to in the ques- 
tions asked of Mr. Carnegie. Refer- 
ence 
was made 
particularly to 
a 


statement 
that the 
duty on steel 


could be taken off as far as the steel 
corporation is concerned and Mr. Car- 
negie said this portion should be ac- 
cepted by the committee. 
An argu- 


ment was precipitated by this state- 
ment between 
Messrs. Payne 
and 


Dalzell, on one side, claiming that 
Judge Gary did not say the duty could 
be removed on all steel products arid 
Mr. Cockran on the other hand, claim- 
ing that Judge Gary's testimony was 
to that effect. 


"Judge Gary has summarized the 


facts 
far you," said Mr. Cariiegio. 


"and I should depeftd on them. 
He 


has told you that they don't need the 
duty. 
If the cost of steel rails has 


increased abroad as it has increased 
here you will find Judge Gary's state- 
ment, quite true and that he could 
stand free trade." 


"Judge Gary had testified that the 


price is as high abroad," said Chair- 
man Payne. 
"Then does not 
that 


show you that you have nothing to 
fear from free trade?" was the prompt 
rejoinder. 


Variation of Cost. 


Mr. Carnegie was questioned at 


length regarding the cost of produc- 
ing steel, but the witness declared 
thai honest men easily could differ on 
that question. The steel business he 
said, was a business by itself, and the 
cost, to one man was a very different 
thins from the cost to another.

Dunn for a great number of years and 
all answered very promptly and very 
decisively that from what they had 
heard the aged prisoner bore a. good 
character in the county. 


Defense Calls Dr. Macbeth. 


Dr. A. H. Macbeth, who was called 


by the state, but. not, put on the stand j 
after a consultation among the attor-1 
neys, was . introduced this afternoon I 
by the-defense for the purpose of prov-' 
ing that the hyoid bone was- broken j 
by Dr. Rosenthal in its removal. He '• 
was also questioned as to whether .or j 
not In his opinion any liberties had 
been taken with the girl before -her 
death and said the conditions did not 
fully warrant that position.

City Hall Track Elevation 


Meeting Was Well 


Attended. 


That the Pennsylvania and Wabash. 


companies will agree to the elevation 
of their iracks at Calhoun street and 
will bitterly light a general scheme 
of elevation was clearly indicated at 
a mooting hold in the city hall this 
morning which 
adjourned 
after a 


couple of hours of discussion 
until 


Wednesday 
afternoon at 
2 o'clock 


when the Wabash will file a formal 
remonstrance. 


Industrial Interests represented at 


the meeting gave color to this conclu- 
sion as it was shown that the damago 
resulting from elevation at all of the 
crossings will involve a property dam- 
ago that will run Into the millions. 
Further color was given by the fact 
that Chairman C. J. Lennon, of the 
board of public works, stated that the 
fity did not 
contemplate a general 


scheme when it got out the specifica- 
tions, but that it was expected at the 
time that there would be modifications 
and that the hoard and the city au- 
thorities in general expect to make 
most sweeping concessions 
when it 


comes down to the actual work to be 
done. The action taken by the board 
was simply for the purpose of putting 
the matter into the 
legal channels 


through which it must pass to comple- 
tion. 


Pennsylvania Remonstrates. 


The Pennsylvania company was the 


only one to file a remonstrance and 
very little objection was made in this 
to-elevation at Calhoun street. The 
G. R. and I. and the Cincinnati, Rich-

prices so often fall or rise, not by rea- 
son of inherent and natural conditions, 
but through what is termed "manipu- 
lation." The man who gambles in the 
stock market is foolish and usually 
pays for his folly. Why not, then, let 
him-alone to suck his burned fingers 
in retirement? The same principle 
would apply to the lottery business, 
which has been driven out of the 
country, or to the bucket-shop trade, 
which is having a hard time to keep 
alive under the drastic statutes of var- 
ious states. The country 'needs tiie 
marts of finance and they have been 
of great vaiuo in developing the coun- 
try, but it is true that they have been 
damaging instruments in robbing the 
unwary.
